PEACEFUL POPULACE 

Senor And Senorita Gonzalez 
Render Selections Of

Tiie geographical situation climate, 
products; md^^^^^ )?î,the country 
wWcii'hii represents, were outlined by 
Doctor Baittle, Consul Oeneral of 
Santo Domingo in Montreal, when he 
spoke last night before the Spanish 
Club in the OriU Room of the Union. 
The meeting was attended by many 
students, as well as by a large number 
of the members of the Spanish colony 
of Montreal. . 

In "speakbig of Santo Domingo, 
Doctor Battle remarked that It was 
the first part of the American contln 
eht to have been discovered by à white 
man, Christopher Columbus, In 1492. 
Its first natives- were Indians, who 
were very warlike and- brave. Since 
then, however, the republic has re 
verted to peace, and the citizens of 
that small Island are very proud of 
the fact that their independence has 
been wgajigd^ut bloodshed or wars,

A.5soclate Professor of German at Mc- 
Gill gave in the Arts building .l8."it 
night. ' This wis the; continuation of a 
series of ieclures ;originate'd last week 
and which will last' for onej more week 
At the opening of his liecturc, Pro- 
fessor Graff slated that the Rcdcry- 1 
kerskamers which rose . in the 15th 
Century entirely monopolized the man- 
ufacture of poetry in thé] Xow. Coun- 
tries for the next hundred; years. They 
published a text-book containing rules 
of technique, and the mo^t important 
of these Chambers was tiial of Amster- 
dam, known as the Eglantlna. They 
were organized somewhat after the 
manner of the guilds and; were under 
the protection of some mighty, person. 
Humanists and Rhei«rlclans 
Humanism and the renaissance.,, the. 
speaker pointed out, led .tW.activdtlK 
of the time into new c^ianhelsi and 
the rhetoricians were tlj|e recipients 
and propagators of. new^ ideas. At that 
time the Greeks were not; read In the 
original and the Roman's were only 
read in translations, r«:dy 'in the 
texi;, for the enj^ment or tiie tales of 
adventure ttiat inight be '.contained in 
their works Aristotle was çxploltcd and 
distorted by the phllosoj^hers, wlille 
Cicero and Seneca wer^. greatly ad- 
mired and imitateil."

The most famous humanist in the 
Low Countries was Deslderlus Eras- 
mus, a German by blrt^, who wrote 
in Latin. He never. J.oined the 
Protestant Church, biit im works were 
put to the Index at Rome. ; His roost 
famous work was theiFreisé' of >ïy)U^ 
and he lived' from 1467 to 1538. The 
next- two greatest names of the period 
were DIrck Volkertszoon Coomhert 
and Hendrick Lamenszoon Spieghcl; 
they were both ethical philosophers, 
but are also notable for their smoothly-

These parties are open to olaUns from 
their supporters, and from their back- 
ers, and tS-jiii; result, the government 
Is not- conoerned with thosp who do 
riot vote. The desire to govern bene- 
ficially, without excessive taxation has 
given rise to long;time loans, so that 
the govcfnments ha-'c mortgaged the 
minors of toda, *o pay for the loans 
they have contracted., : 

All th eiàfetilagcbn nected with Dem- 
ocracy couIaKiwW' been • remedied. If 
governments had not been concerned 
with gaining the support of the people. 
Democracy; he concluded, has failed 
to meet thé challenge of the Industrial 
crisis. It gives rise to seekers, rather 
than givers; It has given neither good 
nor fab: government, and i has there- 
fore failed- Democracy in an abstract 
sense means government- of the people 
and It. therefore .postulates that the 
entli2g|MÎgâ|^|i^ù'd' govern. This is 
mmmS^ff^SxSi' ' and ■• therefore, 
Deihoirfacy lias failed.

PERIL: WHITE OR YELLOW? 
rrWERE is no war in the Orient. 

Japan has not yet declared war on Cliina, 
though threatening notes have b^en sent Irom the 
capital of Manchukuo to China, protesting the of- 
ficial intervention of Chinese forces in Jehol, 
wliich the new puppet state declares is an integral 
part of its territory. Notice, however, , must be 
taken of the view of the League of Nations, which 
still regards Màncliukuo as a province of' Oliina, 
and does not recognize the new country as a sov- 
ereign entity. 

And In spite of all this, Japan has seen the 
necessity of pouring an expeditionary force into 
Jehol to protect the rights of her foster-child. 

This is the Twentieth Century, just fifteen 
years after the war that was to end wars, but It 
seems that a new generation ^as arisen that knew 
not Joseph, and this generation Js now shedding 
its blood on the pedestaf of nationalism that has 
been glittering in the world since the birth of the 
century. ^ -, 

Certain smug gentlemen are satisfied behind 
their voluminous texts that the yellow races are 
tearing at each other's limbs and stagnating the 
rising tide of the orientals which ten years ago 
seemed to threaten the existence of the white civ- 
ilization. To these people this war is a godsend, 
and they see the rend of the yellow races that 
perhaps means safety for the white. 

An editorial writer in the Montreal "Standard" 
last Saturday welcomed this struggle between East 
and East, and sawilfethe. blood-strewn fields of 
China a hope f o* tne'^tlf*out of the depression of 
the world. Munitions, hospital equipment, and 
other paraphenalia of modem warfare are very 
profitable,' to the manufacturers, who grow fat on 
the life-blood of others. This writer expressed the 
hope that. Russia might be drawn into the struggle, 
and conceived the humane picture of having an- 
other customer to buy more shells, and guns and 
tanks and cylhidei-s of poison gas. We thought 
that the events of twenty years- ago dispelled this 
conception of business from the minds of our 
leaders of enterprise, but this expression in the 
Standard shows that even in the spheres of the 
elite who govern our destinies, there still remains 
the shameless desire to sell the instruments of 
slaughter to the belligerents. 

And in spite of no formal declaration ol war, 
newspaper reports mention the number of casuall- 
ties on the Chinese fronts in thousands, and we, 
sippfn^f.m^^ the breakfast table 

thinlc''tfel'^this'warWra^ the sphere of our 
worries. This may be right. Perhaps as you and 
I wiU not have to cross the Pacific to pit arms 
against other mortals, perhaps the western world 
may decide to let the belUgérg n tàl ^lÀ ît | each other 
to death— It does not affectf«S?SwcM^ On the 
other hand, there Is the Indictment against our 
whole structure of- the society of nations, when we 
have not yet learned that, war does not settle quar- 
rels, that a beaten nation remembers the wounds 
and nurses the grudges for future generations. Are 
\te any better than those people who lived in a 
darkness compared to our civilization? 

What will happen if Japan is victorious in 
arms in the present fight. Manchukuo will - be- 
come a sovereign state, at least as far as Japan is 
concerned, and probably In a few years the rest of 
the world Will accept the*^ "fait accompli" and do 
business with the upstart naUon. This will not be 
the' end of the ,matter, unfortunately. A new AI 
sace-Lorralne will be bom in the East, one that 
wlU dwarf that of Eufope which in the last five 
centuries lias been the cause of many a struggle. 
Ohbia is in the position which Japan .found her- 
self in fifteen t jj r jMiwi w 
adoption of ^oeSSentaf^^meShou^ 
warfare will be taken over by .China who in turn 
will spend youth and treasure to reg ain.ther lost 
provinces. The creation of Manchuinf^ 
ficlal maps of the world is the blanket d^ 
tence to unborn generations in the East, 
not for a moment believe that no smarting 
wlU be felt In China for her lost provinces. 

And for all . of ' •Ihis.'we must remember, that 
the close economic unity of the world cannot let 
two nations dislodge the; trends of the trade of the 
world, When once there is a break, it is. felt in aU 
corners of the earth, and its rariiifications affect 
every living and unborn person. 

It may bo logical to let the yellow peril stifle 
itself ^n its nest, but we must remember that the 
heritage of the world is largo enough for equitable 
distribution between everybody. Why cannot we 
settle .matters logically? , Ttiere are the white 
races, the yellow races, the brown races,, and the 
black races. • Tliey were all meant to live. If there 
la a yellow peril;to .ihe. white race, there Is also the 
white peril to the yellow race. If both could get 
together, and < remove mutual perils, perhaps then 
each race might proceed to settle matters in their 
own midst. , 

A war, aiyrwhere in ,the woi^ld is a poor example 
i^|^^j^»ÙçnyÉ||ffi^rai^w^ East, 
'mmSfTCmmr'Sre and 
I do not want to flght^" We are the rabble who will 
be led into the future struggle In^history^^t 1^ our 
own desires, but by our fears, uj^^^cnFemptions 
prey in thnes of stress. No niaUer our background, 
our education, our environment, when once fury 
is aroused, we shed all our material sembloncés of 
civilization, and return to our former selves of the 
bar baric period. 

We therefore cannot let any part of the world 
struggle in arms. Surely all the science and in- 
vention of our age was not d^sligned'for tihe destruc-^ 
Uon, of mankind. Surely'^«S?fiiti«pid explcnjers 
did not discover, new worlds only to make them-^ the 
fields of carnage of youth. Have we J|et^ur,physi- 
cal selves run ahead of our mental^^^maent? 
Are we ch&dren playing with the toys^B^^' We 
say no, but our hands proceed to u^^P|Bi' in- 
struments which we have not trained ourselves to use 
in the proper way. It Is so much easier to break 
than to construct. ■ . 

^If our leaders really understand us, they will 
know that we do not want ourselves to become em- 
^ the vmvagM of warfare, adtt - furthermore, 
oat&W ■ iiiierate human dcstrocUon ^else- 
where."'..

Second Foint

' members of the department with local 
: educational bodies. The professor is 
, a member of the E^otestant Committee 
of the Council of Public instruction 
■ and of various boards anc" committees^ 
attached to that body.^ He is in fre- 
quent conference with the local school 
: board authorities and Is a member of 
the executive of the Teachers' Assocla- 
tloa. 

In connection with this phase of his 
;■. work. Professor Clarke remarked that 
the status of the school teacher was 
' not- properly recognized in this pro- 
: ; vince. He Is regarded as a male nurse 
;4 , In many cases. The depa'rtment is 
> working to dispel this idea. 

Wider contacte 
The wider contacts with the educa- 
tional world will only come as the re- 
/■ Bult of Blow and sure growth. As the 
'i-:. trreatest city in Canada, Montreal is 
. naturally marked out as a centre for 
the exchange of educational ideas. The 
. city Is also in a remarkably fortunate 
situation inasmuch as it is in a posi- 
,. vtion to receive the, new culture from 
both British and American sources. Dr. 
Clarke stressed the necessity of the 
formation here of some Body corres- 
ponding to the institute of Education 
la London which would act In co- 
operation with the McGlU Department. 

Professor Clarke concluded his ad- 
dress with a pica for greater co-opera- 
tion between the various educational 
bodies of the Dominion, Province and 
City and added that in the matter of 
education "petty difference and silly 
little parochialisms" should play no 
part. • ; ' , ' ; .

People Not Unified 

Eli 0. Kelloway claimed that people 
\/ere not unified, but were a hetero- 
geneous mass. They are not specialists 
In government, and do not always 
know what it is they want. Vested in- 
terests control parties, wlille the mass," 
not acquainted with the complexities, 
/all an easy prey to catchwords. They 
learn*of political developments from 
the newspapers, who usually descend 
to muckraking and vilification in order 
to. discredit pollt'cal opponets. Party 
politicians are forced to make rash 
promises, which they can never keep. 
Democracy has failed because It has 
failed to meet emergeno'es. In time of 
war, the constitution of the U.S.A. is ; 
suspended, and the President is invested j 
with well-nigh dictatorial powers. It 
also fails to meet socir.l emergencies. 

K. Shaughnessy, of Loyola, for the 
negailve, stated that the benefits of 
Democracy greatly outweigh its slight 
defects, which are really r.othlng more 
than human weaknesses. Any system 
of government can be judged by the 
progress made durhig its regime. Un- 
der the influence of democracy, In- 
dividual enterprise ha-s been given an 
opportunity to expand; witness the 
achievements of Henry Ford, the 
Wright Brothers, and Morse. De- 
mocracy is also a potent force for 
peace. It is the greatest peace agent 
in the world. People do not readily 
consent to war, when they know that 
they themselves will have to fight.

.residents of Holland. Some writers 
preached in order that somethbig may 
be done to restore the unity destroyed 
by the Revival of Learrxing.

^and subsequent death, these gatherings

Most of the poetic genres 
I®];? — time were bon-owed from the 
classics and the art of letter- writing 
*'|:';vv/as cultivated with the utmost care; 
the motives of lyrical poetry were 
more varied than they had been In 
the Middle Ages, when only love and 
piety had a place. ' 

Imitate Troubadours 
Hooft and Bredero were the masters 
or erotic poetry and imitated the PrO' 
vencal troubadours. The former was 
always deeply Impressed by beautiful 
women; he was somewhat similar to 
Goethe as a writer of° lyrical poetry, 
There is in his writings a decided 
'cleavage between sensual passion and 
m^le Platonic love; but he is inferior 
the pohit of view of bursts of 
'on to Bredero who was also very 
Sensitive to beautiful wcnnen. 'His life 
was not as well regulated as bis 
: è«mets. His masterpiece was "Span- 
ish Brabander." Another dramatist, 
Vondel, wrote only on truly national 
subjects, above ' all of a reUglbus 
nature.

They also collected samples, showing 
It in a sllk-llke sketo, a linen weave, 
and a. mohah: pile. It all looked very 
Impressive.

Ramie, it appears, was one of the 
sensations of the Chicago World's Fair 
—in 1893. It does make good cloth, 
but unfortunately production on a 
commercial scale^has wê^K^jmed too 
costly. "1|fPP|iP^' 
' Technical difficulties, rather than a 
plot as Technocrats charge, are the 
reasons why t.h|s fabric is not' used, 
according to the Department of Agri- 
culture buUetto. , 

, Wearing Power Denied 
Technocracy's spokesman, writing to 
a recent; Issue of the New Outlook said: 
"Ramie ; . . wears seven times as well 
as wool, and several hundred times 
better than cotton. It is stronger wet 
than dry." " 

But, according to Grace G. Denny, 
assoclatè professor Qf home economics 
and textile expert,' there Is no basis 
for these claims. "We have no scien- 
tific way of measuring wear," she 
said yesterday.
